The  shooter,  Seung-Hui  Cho,  comitted  suicide  shortly 
after  the  masscare,  making  the  death  count  33. 

Students  on  campuses  around  the  world  responded  by  holding  a  "Hokies  Day." 
Students  made  ribbons  with  the  logo  of  their  own  college  and  Virginia  Tech 
that  read  "Today,  we  are  all  Hokies"  Students  also  made  memorials,  signed 
banners  to  send  to  Virginia  Tech,  and  organized  candlelight  vigils.
